Creating Joint

2 AMENDMENTS ADOPTED 


(By Associated Press.) 

Congress yesterday approved ap- 
pointment of a joint committee to 
negotiate bids for private leasing 
of Muscle Shoals. 

A resolution drafted to carry 
out a recommendation of Presi- 
dent Coolidge and already adopted 
by the House was accepted by the 
Senate, 51 to 26, and sent to con- 
ference. 

The Senate added two amend- 
ments. One, by Senator Cafaway, 
(Democrat), Arkansas, would re- 
quire that surplus power develop- 
ed at the big wartime project be 
distributed equitably to States ad- 
joining Alabama. The other, by Sen- 
ator Lenroot, (Republican), Wis- 
consin, would give the proposed 
joint committee until April 26 to 
submit a proposal to Congress for 
lease of the project, instead of 
April 1, as voted by the House. 

Proponents of the resolution, led 
by Senator Heflin (Democrat), 
Alabama, fought victoriously for its 
adoption without amendment to 
avoid the necessity of conference 
adjustment with the House and ex- 
pedite disposal of a long pending 
problem.

eration fought fruitlessly but with 
equal vigor to attach amendments 
to the resolution that would nul- 
lify its object.

The House yesterday passed a bill | 
to broaden the traffic director’s au- | 
thority in the revocation of drivers’ 
permits and to break up the mono- 
poly of certain taxicab companies 
serving Union station and various 
hotels. 

It also passed measures authoriz- 
ing the erection of a new recorder 
of deeds: building and bringing the 
recorder and registrar of wills with- 
in the scope of the budget bureau. 
It passed the Senate bill authorizing 
the widening of First street  be- 
tween G and Myrtle streets north- 
east. 

A legislative snarl which for a 
while seriously threatened the Dis- 
trict’s day in the House prevented 
final consideration of the welfare 
bill and any consideration of the 
library bill, that to extend Four- 
teenth street through Walter Reed 
hospital grounds and that making 
the District’s new water supply 
available to the Arlington sanitary 
district of Virginia. 


May Get More Time. 


Majority Leader Tilson indicated, 
however, that he would try to rive 
the District time later this week so 
that its calendar might be cleared. 

As passed, the traffic bill, which 
is to amend the present traffic act, 
gives the traffic director or any of 
his delegated subordinates author- 
ity to revoke permits for any cause 
which they-deert sufficient. An ap- 
peal to the Court of Appeals is pro- 
vided, however, with the proviso 
that the permit shall remain re- 
voked pending the determination of 
the appeal. : 

It calls for the issuance July 1 
of three-year permits at $3 each 
and gives the director control over 
street car stops and animal-drawn 
vehicles. 

These are all of the provisions 
which finally came out of the vari- 
ous propogals, including a compre- 
hensive one submitted by the traf- 
fic director himself.: They were em- 
braced in the main in the bill in- 
troduced early in the session by 
Representative Blanton, of Texas. 


Amendment’s Success Doubted. 


But Mr. Blanton also had insert- 
ed a provision that declares all 
“vehicular approaches” to the 
Union station and the hotels to be 
“charged with the public interest’”’ 
for the free ingress and egress of all 
vehicles. Mr. Blanton said that in 


this amendment he had accomplish- 
ed his object of preventing § the 


practice of certain taxicab com- 
panies from securing concessions 
for stands at the hotels and at the 
Union station.

New Chemical Element 
Discovered By Americans 


Urbana, Ill., March 8 (By A. P.). 
Nearly 20 years of research in the 
“rare earth”’ group of thechemical 
field finally has resulted in tue dis- 
covery of one of the five unknown, 
but supposedly existent elements, 
which make up all known com- 
pounds. 

- The discovery, the first ever 
made made in America, was an- 
nounced today by the University of 
Hilinois as the work of Dr. B. 8S. 
Hopkins, professor of inorganic 
chemistry, assisted by L. F. Yntema 
and J. A. Harris, of the chemistry 
staff. 

The new element is known as No. 
61. No name has ever been sug- 
gested for it. 

In the list of $2 known and un-, 
known elements of the earth, a 
place was saved for an unknown 
element between No. 60, neody- 
mim, and No. 62, samarium. 

Previously the newest element 
was hafnium, discovery of which 
was announced in Copenhagen in 
1923. That announcement created 
great interest, but the element has 
remained comparatively little 


known. Helium is the youngest fa- 
miliar element. 

Whether No. 61, which is of 
metallic. nature, may prove of high 


value commercially or otberwise has 
not been predicted. It may prove 


to be exceedingly scarce, however, 
since only one-half .ounce remain- 
ed of the original 400 pounds of 
“rare earth’’ material used by the 
researchers. 

No. 61 may remain the only 
chemical element discovered in 
America because the other four un- 
known elements are the objects of. 
very definite researches in other 
parts of the world. | 

Ivery known element may be 
made to poseee x-rays which af- 
fect a photographic plate in a defi- 


T nite manner, and it is possible by 


using the x-ray to tell exactly what 
element is being examined. LEspe- 
clally constructed x-ray machinery 
was designed and manufactured on 
the University of Hlinois campus 
for the work.

The total vote reported last night 
in The Washington Post’s poll to 
test the sentiment on the light wine 
and beer question showed: 

For light wines and beer, 1,465. 

Against light wines and beer, 176. 

A total of 953 votes were re- 
ceived by The Post yesterday. These 
were divided: For light wines and 
beer, 840; against, 113. 

Although those favoring light 
wines and beer continued last night 
to hold a commanding lead, those 
who were opposed gained by com- 
parison with the total reported in 
The Post Monday. On Monday the 
light wines and beer adherents were 
leading by about ten to one. Their 
lead, based on the returns last 
night, had shrunk to about eight- 
and-a-half to one. 

Most of the ballots came from 
Washington, but several came from 
Maryland and Virginia, with seven 
votes in favor of light wines and 
beers received from various cities 
in Ohio, Arkansas, Vermont, North 
Carolina and Georgia, and from 
New York city. 

Residents of the District cast 286 
votes for light wines and beer and 
48 against; from Maryland came 18 
for and 5 against; from Virginia, 
29 for and 5 against. 

Many of those who voted sent in 
their ballots with explanatory let- 
ters, most of them denouncing the 
prohibition law, but some of the 
“dry” adherents denounced those 
who wanted wines and beers. Sev- 
eral ballots were not counted be- 


cause of defective marking. 

Returns in the city evidenced the 
fact that 90 per cent of those voting 
lined up for light wines and beer, 
with “‘whisky”’ frequently added in 
the writer’s hand, next to his sig- 
nature. A number of those favor- 
ing the return to a wet regime, how- 
ever, expressed themselves as op- 
posed to any movement that would 
bring about a comeback of the old- 
time saloon. Members of Congress 
and prominent-eitizens were among 
those balloting.

BY BLAST IN MINE; 
UNE DEAD, 37 SAFE 


Little Hope Is Held for 
Any of Those in Shaft 
at Eccles, W. Va. 


DEADLY GAS FUMES 
HAMPER RESCUERS 


Wall of pales Is Reported; 
Government Sends Aid. 
Cause Is Unknown. 


Eccles, W. Va., March 8 (By A. 
P.).—One man is known to have 
been killed, 31 miners were en- 
tombed and 37 others were rescued 
alive, following an explosion in 
mines Nos. 5 and 6 of the Crab 
Orchard Improvement Co., near 
here, according to a’ check made 
late tonight by officials. Many of 
those brought out by rescue crews 
were badly burned and were suffer- 
ing from the effects of poison gas. 

The one body, recovered from No. 
6, was that of a negro loader. Two 
of the No. 6 crew of 40 were re- 
ported missing. Thirty-seven a 
taken out of this mine by the 
rescuers. The entire night shift of 
29 in mine No. 5 were entombed, 

Wreckage in the shaft of No. 6 
continued to hinder rescue men. 
Some crews were working through 
No. 6, hoping to gain entrance to 
the connecting mine. The rescue 
work was being directed by R. M. 
Lambie, chief of the State depart- 
ment of mines. 


Little Chance for Trapped Men. 


The force of the blast in No. 5, 
spreading to No. 6, caused experi- 
enced miners to believe that there 
was little chance for the entombed 
men. 

Mine officials said the original 
blast occurred in No. 5, and that it 
spread to No. 6. Rescue crews went 


occurred and brought out the two 
score survivors. They said this 
mine was little affected by the blast. 

No. 5 mine was filled with poison- 
ous gases and the rsecuers could 
not go down the shaft. 


Many Burned and Gassed. 


Many of those rescued were said 
to have been burned and gassed. 

The shaft of No. 5 was wrecked 
by the blast, closing the entry to 
the rescuers. 

Working in the belief that some 
of the trapped men were near the 
bottom of No. 5 shaft when the ex- 
plosion rocked the workings, mine 
officials put crews to work, digging 
through the debris. They found the 
shaft so badly wrecked that after 
three hours of toil they had re- 
moved only the surface wreckage. 


Two Rescue Cars Expected. 


It was expected that two rescue 
cars, one government car from 
Thorpe and a State car from Mount 
Hope would reach the mines by 
early morning. The latter car car- 
ried Robert Lambie, 
West Virginia department of mines. 

After viewing the efforts of res- 
cue crews to get into the gas filled 
tunnels, mine bosses expressed the 
belief that the fate of the men 
would not be determined © before 
daylight. They held little hope of 
the men, for, they said, the explo- 
sion was terrific. 

The rescuers were being aided 
doctors from all surrounding 
mining towns. <A State mine de- 
partment motor rescue car, sta- 
tioned at Beckley, was at the scene. 
In this car the burned and gassed 
men were being treated. 
The cause of the explosion was 
undetermined. Men familiar with 
mines said they believed it was a 
gas blast. 


Names Not Obtainable. 


Incomplete records at the mine 
makes it impossible to determine 
the names of the entombed men, 
officials said. 

A group of the miners rescued 
from No. 6 said that they felt the 
concussion and started for the 
shaft. As they turned into the 
main heading, they said, a wall of 
sweeping flame enveloped them. 
Many of these miners suffered seri- 
ous kurns. All were affected by 
the poison gas. 

The sufferers were taken to a

Mar- 
shall is charged with killing Miss 
Anna May Dietrich here last Jan- 
uary, dismembering the body, and 


places. The defendant looked, in 
vain. for the appearance of his wife 
who, after having denounced him 
after his alleged confession, de-. 


clared she would, do everything in 
her power to aid in his defense. 
Mrs. Marshall's absence. today 
apparently nettled Abraham Wer- 
nick. Marshall’s attorney, but he 
said he expected her to be present 
in court when the taking of testi- 
mony starts. 

Seores of men and women occu- 
pied every available chair after 
Judge Harry S. McDevitt an- 
nounced that the public would be 
admitted. 

With the calling of the first 
woman talesman, announcement 
was made that women would be 
barred from jury duty in the case, 
an agreement having been reached 
betwen counsel for both sides to 
that effect. 


Marshall Takes Many Notes. 


Marshall, head bent forward and 
shoulders slumped, was taken from 
the courtroom at adjournment and 
back to Moyamensing prison. His 
appearance today, while neat, was 
not immaculate. His clothes, ap- 
parently worn, were pressed, but 
his shoes were dull. He was fully 
composed, watching every move- 
ment and listening intently to every 
answer of prospective jurymen. He 
took many notes and often drew 
his head close-to that of his counsel 
for whispered consultations. 

In explaining the case to prospec- 
tive jurors District. Atttorney Fox 
went into detail showing the man- 
ner in which Miss Dietrich died. 
The demonstration failed to move 
Marshall. who gazed squarely into 
the eyes of the prosecuting attorney. 
Of all the jurors rejected, at 
least 80-per cent were opposed to 
capital punishment. Two were re- 
lieved from duty because of age. 
Miss Dietrich, a 35-year-old mil- 
liner, was slain on January 19. Two 
days later the torso and severed 
legs were found on a country estate 
near Media, Delaware county, and 
on January 22 the body was identi- 
fied. The next day the head -was re-. 
covered, wrapped in a newspaper 
and concealed under a railroad 
trestle, a short distance from Mar- 
shall’s home and several miles from 
the location of the first find. Three 
days later Marshall’s alleged con- 
fession was obtained by the police. 
He was said to ‘shave asserted he 
killed the woman because she had 
threatened to expose their relations.

‘Death to Bobbed Hair 


Is Slogan of Convention 


New York, March 8 (By A. 
P.).——-Women who bobbed their 
hair seven years ago have 50 
per cent less hair now than they 
had then, Frank Parker, hair 
expert, today told several hun- 
dred members of the American 
Master Hair Dressers association. 
The association opened its two- 
day annual convention, at which 
was sounded the keynote, “death 
to the bob.” 

Tight hats worn by women 
with short hair, duplicating the 
condition to which the common 
baldness of. men is attributed, 
may be the cause of the loss of 
hair by women, Mr. Parker said. 
Charles Nessler, president of the 
association, made the same state- 
ment. 

“Nature must compensate for 
this discouragement to _ hair 
growing on the head, and it has 
been predicted that a race of 
short-haired women will be a 
race of bearded women,” said 
Mr. Parker. “I think the bob is

NEW GLASS TO PLAGE 
MOON 10 MILES AWAY 


Telescope Twice as Large as 
Any in Existence Being 
Constructed. 


NEARLY 20 FEET LONG 


New York, March. 8 (By A. P.}. 
The Brooklyn Daily Eagle today re- 
ceived a dispatch saying a telescope 
more than twice as large as any in 
existence is being built by Prof. 
George Willis Ritchey, astronomer, 
in Paris. 

With it Prof. Ritchey hopes to 
observe stars: 15.000 times more 
distant than any at present visible 
through the largest instruments. 
Through it the moon would appear 
only 10 miles away and. the. ob- 
servable universe would be increas- 
ed 1,500,000 times in volume, he 
estimates. 

The new refiector is to be 19 
feet and 8 inches’ in difmeter. It 
is almost ready for the critical bak- 
ing process, upon which its success 
is expected to depend, and it will 
be finished during the summer, if 
all goes smoothly. 

Prof. Ritchey has been superin- 

tendent of instrument construction 
at the Yerlies observatory, profes- 
sor of astronomy at the University 
of Chicago and superintendent of 
instrument construction at the Solar 
observatory at the Carnegie insti- 
tute at Pasadena, Calif. In 1924 
he was awarded the Jansen. gold 
medal for designing and construct- 
ing a 100-inch reflecting telescope, 
then the largest in the world. 
* It had been believed by scientists 
that the limit in telescope construc- 
tion had been reached because of 
the difference of expansion and 
contraction in the parts of a large, 
solid reflect mirror. In the new 
parabolic mirror, Prof. Ritchey be- 
lieves he has overcome this difficulty 
by making the mirror in cells re- 
sembling those of a honeycomb. 
These will permit circulation of air 
to all parts of the mirror, so that 
expansion, and contraction will be 
uniform at all points. If this ex- 
periment is successful, there will 
be no limit to the size of telescopes, 
except the mechanical difficulties in 
handling them and the money nec- 
essary for their construction, Prof. 
Ritchey believes. 


Elsie de Wolfe to Be 
Bride of a Diplomat 


Paris, March 8 (By A. P.).—Ac- 
cording to reliable information, E}- 
sie de Wolfe, the American actress, 
4and Sir Charles Mendl, head of the 
press scetion of the British embassy 
in Paris, plan to be married Wed- 
nesday morning. The intended 


wedding comes as a great surprise 
to their friends. 


Miss de Wolfe is 61 years old. 
She made her debut on the stage 
in 1890 and was for years head of 
her own stock company. She left 
the stage in’ 1905, and since has 
been engaged as an interior decora- 
tor. Sir Charles Mendl was an in- 
telligence officer in the British army 
during the war. He was knighted

MEN AND WOMEN HELD

Passaic, N. J.. March 8 (By A. 
P.).—A flurry with police, involv- 
ing an exchange of snowballs and 
jeers, broke up the afternoon march 
of striking mill workers through 
Clifton today before the parade had 
reached its objective.

New York, March 8 (By A. P.).—

street. Twenty-seven men and fif- 
teen women strikers were arrested 
on @eharges of disorderly conduct. 

Several strikers were struck with 
the policemen’s clubs, but none was 
seriously injured. After being dis- 
persed the workers retired to two 
union halls where they held indig- 
nation meetings. 

The disturbance was the first of 
any importance since 12,000 fur

President Should Name Head, 
He Says; Wants Existing 
Status Changed.

Lashing out against mismanage- 
ment which he said has handi- 
capped the American merchant 
marine through the lack of a 
national well defined and definite 
policy, Secretary of Commerce Her- 
bert Hoover yesterday told the 


House merchant marine committee 
that he has no desire to take over 
the management of the Shipping 
Board or the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration. The tasks of the board 
have been among the greatest in 
government, he said, and the many 
changes in the nominal administra- 
tive head have been a handicap 
which ‘no commercial organization 
could have survived.”’ 

Mr. Hoover plainly told the com- 
mittee that the United States is in 
the shipping business and ‘‘can not 
now back out.”’ The time has come, 
in his opinion, when Congress must 
realize that the board must be di- 
vorced from legislative control and 
afforded opportunity to solve its 
own problems. As it is today, he 
said, the board is ‘‘solely responsi- 
ble to Congress and as a matter of 
fact has repudigted the authority 
of the President.’’ He insisted that 
Congress never expected such an 
outcome and asserted this is ‘‘one 
reason why we have made no more 
progress with our merchant marine 
than we have.”’ 


Heard on Bacon Bill. 


The committe had under consid- 
eration the bill of Representative 
Bacon, of New York, which would, 
among other things, substitute for 
the present Shipping Board a mer- 
chant marine commission and 
would divorce the fleet corporation 
entirely from it. Mr. Hoover had 
been invited to give his views on 
the entire subject of shipping leg- 
islation and he made it very plain 
that he felt the entire existing plan 
must be changed.

ADMIRAL WAINWRIGHT. 


At 11 o'clock this morning funeral services 
| will be conducted in St. John’s church over the 
body of Admiral Richard Watnwright.

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MINE ENPLOSIONS. 

Congress is asked to appropriate $396,000 
for the next fiscal year to pay for the work of 
the bureau of mines in the investigation of 
causes of mine explosions, the appliances best 
adapted to prevent accidents, the best possible 
improvement of conditions, the use of ex- 
plosives and electricity, the prevention of’ac- 
cidents, and other inquiries. 

The Federal bureau of mines does not in- 
spect mings; inspection is a function of the 
States in which the mines are situated. In 
some cases, at the request of the management, 
the men of the Federal bureau have examined 
coal mines and submitted a report to the man- 
agement, giving their opinion as to how well 
safety precautions are being observed in that 
property. This is purely an advisory service, 
which the management may ignore if it sees 
fit. However, when the Federal officers are 
giving first aid and mine-rescue training thev 
usually go into the mines. Thus far during 
this fiscal year, seven coal mine disasters have 
occurred where Federal employes of the bu- 
reau of mines have been present, rendering all 
possible assistance. 

The bureau of mines cooperates with the 
British government, maintaining observers. in 
the laboratories of the British safety in mines 
research board, and the British board main- 
tains observers in the American bureau. 
Through cooperation with the public health 
service, surgeons from that service are de- 
tailed to the bureau of mines to assist in in- 
vestigating health conditions.

If Postmaster General New’s clerks and 
cashiers in the ‘‘fifty industrial offices’? which 
are listed in the latest report from the depart- 
ment keep up the pace which they set in Feb- 
ruary, Mr. New will have no excuse left for in- 
sisting upon an increase in the rates of post- 
age. 

The receipts of thege 50 offices for Feb- 
ruary, 1926, were 11.08 per cent greater, in 
the aggregate, than for the corresponding 
month a year ago. The cities included were 
not the largest by any means, but the postal 
receipts indicate a decidedly healthy growth 
throughout the entire country, and further 
they appear to bear out the contention of the 
President that the general business of the 
country is prosperous.

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THE POTASH INDUSTRY. 
A bill has been reintroduced in the Senate 
providing for an appropriation of $550,000 
euch year for five years to permit the geolog- 


' icgl survey and the bureau of soils of the De- 


partment of Agriculture to determine the loca- 
tion and extent of potash deposits in the United 
States and to study improved methods of re- 
covering potash therefrom. 

Since the United States is perhaps the larg- 


| est consumer of potash in the world, this mat- 


ter should interest all farmers and growers of 
crops. It will be recalled that in 1922 an effort 
was made to encourage the production of 
American potash by imposing a small protec- 
tive duty for a few years, decreasing each year 
until the duty was removed altogether. 
Agricultural associations and many members 


of Congress opposed the suggestion, on 


the 


, ground that such a plan would impose a tax 
| of many millions of dollars on the American 


farmers. It was contended, on the other hand, 


' that unless the American industry was encour- 


aged and promoted so as to be able to compete 
with the German-French producers in the 
American markets, the American farmers would 
soon be at the mercy of the foreign manufac- 
turers. as to price. That prediction came true, 
to a degree. 

Now it is suggested that the government 
should spend $550,000 annually for four years 
for the purpose of permitting two Federal es- 
tablishments to investigate and _ ascertain 
where, in the United States, deposits of potash 
may be found that might be worked profitably. 
Impressed with the need of developing a 
home supply of potash, the geological survey 
and the bureau of soils for ten years have em- 
ployed every known method of research and 
discovery at their command. Specimens of 
potash have been discovered in the natural 
state of such richness and of such varied loca- 
tion as to lead to the conclusion that there ex- 
ists in certain sections of the United States beds 
of natural potash rivaling those of Germany 
and France. 

These beds are found in western Texas, east- 
ern New Mexico, western Oklahoma and south- 
‘western Kansas. In the sands of New Jersey 
and in deposits in Wyoming and Utah, as well 
as in the brines of Nebraska, Utah, California 
and other States, there are extensive sources 
of potash for which practical processes of re- 
covery and manufacture can be developed. 

During the world war, an American potash 
industry of respectable size was established: 
but when the war was over the German compe- 
tition was too severe. Congress failed to give 
the American enterprise protection, and it has 
declined to small proportions. It is certain that 
the domestic industry can not reach any size 
in competition with the German-French pro. 
duction without some government encourage- 
ment. This is a matter in which the American 
farmers and growers are vitally interested.

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EUGENE FIELD. 

There was something peculiarly appropriate 
in the ceremonies attending the removal of the 
remains of Eugene Field from an obscure grave 
in Graceland cemetery to.a sped¢ially built tomb 
in the cloister of the Episcopal church of the 
Holy Comforter at Kenilworth. Not only was 
his most famous poem, “Little Boy Blue,” 
which with its simple but poignant pathos A 
touched the hearts’ of all who have read it, 
recited as a requiem by a personal friend, but 
also little children in scores mingled with the 
throngs of distinguished literary and journalis- 
tic personages who liad assembled to do honor 
to the memory of the author of ‘‘Wynken, 
Blynken and Nod,” “The Rock-a-By Lady from 
Hushaby Street” and ‘‘Seein’ Things at Night.” 

It is impossible to think of Eugene Field, or 
to write of him, without a peculiar feeling of 
affection. Lovable, genial, convivial and, alas! 
impecunious, he was a great practical joker 
and perpetrator of literary hoaxes. Owing 
much to his New England upbringing, he was 
still so thorough a Westerner that time after 
time he declined remunerative offers from 
Eastern newspapers, because, as he said, the 
East oppressed him. In his earlier career he 
read little and, indeed, cared but little for liter- 
ature. On settling in Chicago in 1883, how- 
ever, he became interested in the old romances 
and ballads, in Horace, and in book collecting, 
and he shows evident traces of the influence of 
Christopher North, of Beranger and of. Father 
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Prout. In “Sharps and Flats,” the special col- 
umn which he conducted in the Daily News, he 
offered to the patrons of that newspaper not 
only jokes, poems and tales, but also free trans- 
lations from Horace and all sorts of book lore. 
Writing for the.masses, he did not always yield 
to the obvious popular demand, but gave to the 
man in the street occasional glimpses of mat- 
ters and themes that belong essentially to the 
higher literary culture. To that extent he suc- 
ceeded in democratizing literature. 

It is, however, as a child lover that he will 
live longest in the history of American litera- 
ture, and the simple epitaph carved on the 
marble slab over his new tomb, ‘“‘Eugene Field, 
1850-1895, the children’s poet,’ tells, and to 
future generations will continue to tell, 
wherein his principal excellence lay. A better 
and more enduring epitaph still is ‘‘Little Boy 
Blue’’ itself. |

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AMERICAN EXPORTS. 


Since the world war, the United States has 
taken a front rank in the exports of com- 
modities to the markets of the world. In 1922 
American exports of doniestic commodities 
were valued at $3,831,000,000; in 1924 at 
$4,908,000,000—an increase in value of more 
than a billion dollars. The excess of com- 
modity exports over commodity imports was 
something like $774,000,000. This excess was 
about one-half of the excess of all of the 27 
commercial countries of the world having an 
excess of exports over imports. This pictures 
the enormous export trade of the United 
States, as compared with other countries. 

Today a veritable multitude of American 
commodities can be seen in all the markets of 
the world. American breakfast foods and ba- 
con; American household articles; American 
automobiles; American boots and _ shoes; 
American machinery; American chemicals; 
American hides and leather; American cotton 
cloth and American canned goods are seen 
in nearly every foreign market. 

The bureau of foreign commerce in the De- 
partment of Commerce devotes time and money 
in helping American institutions secure foreign 
market openings. This bureau cooperates with 
business organizations all over the country. 
Business looks to the Department of Com- 
merce for advice, information and oppor- 
tunities. 

The success of the bureau of foreign com- 
merce is pictured in the figures of the increase 
in American exports since 1922. No other 
country in the world has such a record. 

It is interesting and surprising to learn that 
of all the States in the Union, Texas leads in 
the value of exports in 1924, its original ship- 
ments amounting to more than $737,208.000. 
Texas leads New York State, whose total orig- 
inal exports were $731,593.000. Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and California come next in order, New 
Jersey being sixth and Louisiana seventh. Then 
-ome Michigan and Virginia and Ohio, all above 
the $100,000,000 mark. 

These enormous ‘volumes of exports from 
the United States have been brought about in 
the face of government export. subsidies 
granted in Great Britain, France, Belgium, 
Italy and Spain. Manufactures constitute the 
greatest value of exports, agriculture coming 
next, with mining third. 

This is a remarkable showing, and demon- 
strates the benefit of organized government 
activity in the search for foreign markets. 
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UNCLE SAM’S GOLD. 

The United States Treasury today holds gold 
coin and bullion of the value of $3,718,345,- 
736.14. This vast wealth is stored in the 
vaults of the assay office in New York city and 
in the various mints throughout the country, 
only about $5,000,000 being now held in the 
Treasury in Washington. The hoard of gold 
represents approximately 45 per cent of all 
the gold bullion and coin in the world. Just 
how much more is stored in the vaults of banks 
and trust companies with other financial in- 
stitutions is not recorded. . 

Comparatively little of the metal gets into 
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actual circulation, but is represented by gold 


certificates, of which there were outstanding 
at the beginning of the current month $1,707,- 
776,149. Of the remainder of the supply 
$656,749,035.12 is the gold fund of the Fed- 
eral reserve board and $154,188,886.20 is re- 
serve against outstanding United States notes 
and Treasury notes of 1890. Gold in the gen- 
eral fund amounts to $199,631,665.82. Unele 
Sam also holds $457,031,345 in silver dollars 
in his strong box, besides a few tens of mil- 
lions in “‘subsidiary coin’’ for small change.

To the Editor of The Post-—sir: 
Permit me to call attention to the 
fact that in the bureau of engraving 
and printing the women and girls 
are given no sick leave. 

The work of these women 
girls is of a most taxing nature, 
physically and mentally. Often the | 
double strain is so great that they 
have to retire to a sickroom, where 


a physician and three trained nurses 
are in attendance daily. 

In many cases the annual leave 
of 30 days is taken up in sickness; 
so these women and girls have no 
| Vacation at all. It is an injustice 
ithat 30 days sick leave is not grant- 
,ed these hard-worked women, who 
inever ‘‘loaf,’’ but are often over- 
|'worked at a wage that does not 
equal a day laborer’s. The 100 plus 
women and girls in the numberi 
idivision of the bureau are skille 
experts, most of them having beet 
|in the bureau for years before pr 
'moted to the numbering divisio 
They give the last touch to 
United States notes prior to shi 
ment of the notes to the banks 
Not only do these women count ° 
notes (100 to the package), 
must see that the serial number. 
‘the notes are correct, the issue

Hancock County Court Room, 
Bay St. Louis, Miss., March 8 (By 
the Associated Press).—With no 
word from the bench as to the ob- 
servance or disregard by news- 
papers circulating in Hancock coun- 
ty of the court order prohibiting 
the publishing of testimony in the 
case, the trial of Jesse Favre, 
charged with murder in connection 
with the slaying of John A. Me. 
Lemore and William W. Mingel, 
Federal entomologists, February 8, 
proceeded here today.’ Newspapers 
were in circulation in Bay St. Louis 
containing portions of testimony 
aeveloped at Saturday's 
court. 

Judge Walter A. White, who 
issued the order that certain news- 
papers refrain from _ publication, 
conferred with attorneys represent- 
ing New Orleans papers before 
court opened this morning. The 
attorneys, State Senator Carl Mar- 
shail, A. B. Russell and Walter 
Jex, all of Bay St. Louis, stated 
that “it is understood the trial of 
Jesse Favre will not be complicated 
by raising this issue before a ter- 
mination of the pending case.’ 


No Statement by Judge. 


The attorneys made it clear that 
they were not speaking for Judge 
White and the judge later told the 
Associated Press that he had auth- 
orized no statement of what he pro- 
posed to do, other than to say: 

“Tam not going to stop the trial 
of Jesse Favre to try newspaper 
reporters or any one else.’ 

The statement issued by the at- 
torneys suggested that ‘‘it is prob- 
able that Judge White will give no 
Official notice to the publication of 
the testimony until efforts shall be 
made to secure a jury in subsequent 
trials, growing out of the same 
homicide,” but no such arnounce- 
ment has come from Judge White. 


Papers Oppose Stand. 


New Orleans, La., March 8 (By 
A. P.).—Commenting editorially on 
the order against newspaper publi- 
cation of evidence developed at the 
trial in Bay St. Louis, Miss., of 
Jesse Favre, the New Orleans Item 
Says: 

“The judge’s object in suppress- 
ing the publication of testimony is 
to make it easier, by keeping the 
public in Hancock county in igno- 
rance of the facts, to get an in- 
telligent jury to try another case 
that is likely to grow out of the 
same facts. He raised the fear- 
some suggestion that a guilty man 
might escape through faliure to

Senate Body Votes U. S. 
Should Share Park Cost 


The bill providing for the acquisi- 
tion of outstanding land to complete 
the Rock creek-Potomac parkway 
project was amended by the Senate 
District committee yesterday to pro- 
vide that the expense shall be 
borne equally by the District and 
Federal governments. 

As passed by the House the bill 
would provide for the expenditure 
of $600,000 out of the Dfstrict sur- 
plus funds for the lands and it has 
been twice reported to the Senate 
in this form. 

Senator Phipps, of Colorado, un- 
dertook, however, to have the Fed- 
eral government bear 40 per cent 
of the burden and when he explain- 
ed the project to the committee, it 
decided that the Federal govern- 
ment should bear 50 per cent. The 
Colorado senator pointed out that 
the parkway project was authorized 
by Congress several years ago to be 
borne on the 50-50 basis. The $1,- 
400,000 so far expended had been 
on this basis, he pointed out. Sena- 
tor Sackett, of Kentucky, proposed 
that inasmuch as the project had 
been authorized at a time when the 
50-50 fiscal relationship existed it 
should be compé#eted on that basis. 

Sponsors of the measure on the 
House side believed that the two 
governments should divide the ex- 
pense, but could see no hope of hav- 
.|ing it passed unless all of the money 
came out of the District - surplus 
fund.

The chemistry 
department of the University of Illi- 
nois has collected, as a result of its 
efforts, a veryewaluable collection of 
rare earth materials, and its work 
along this line is’ becoming well 
known throughout the world. 

‘In 1920 some samples of rare 
earth material were sent to the 
United States bureau of standards 
at Washington in a cooperative plan 
for mapping the are spectrum line 
of these elements. When the sam- 
ples submitted were examined it 
wags found that neodymium, which 
is known as element No. 60, and 
samarium, which is known as ele- 
ment No. 62, were very pure except 
that they both gave many rather 
faint lines which were identical in 
the two samples, but whose wave 
length checked with those of no 
known element.’”’

dence that it pays to make hay 
while the sun shines. Hay,that has 
had plenty of sunshine while it was 
grass and which is then sun cured 
has more of the principles which 
protect against rickéts by odds than 
has hay which grew in the dark, 
was cut on cloudy days, and cured 
by the light of the moon. 

If any person is disposed to say. 
“I don’t eat hay. Why should I 
take up my time reading about 
hay and cows?” The answer is that 
the milk cow is merely a broker. 
She is not a manufacturer, in the 
true sense of the word. If the hay 
she eats does not contain such vita- 
| mins as those which protect against 
|rickets and scurvy and as promote 
| growth, then her milk will not con- 
'tain these valuable ingredients, at 
|least not in full quantities.

, All sorts of proof along that line 
‘has been accumulated. For in 


| sunignt will lay eggs that are de- 
ficient in the antirickets substance 
and probably also in the growth- 
promoting substance. Incidentally, 
the eggs from such hens do not 
hatch well. A batch of eggs from 
hens kept in the sunlight will hatch

Therefore, as a matter of protéc- 
tion of both the young and the old 
against rickets, scurvy, consunip- 
tion, spasmodic disorders, and some 
other complaints, it is advisable to

to the life history of the hen that

i hén these researches show that the 
food and ‘the animal can be im- 
proved by exposure to artificial 
sunlight when the supply of sun- 
light is scanty. We read about e,- 
posing hens and cows to 30 minutes 
of radiation from a mercury 
quartz vapor lamp on those days 
when clouds obscure the sun, or 
dirty air robs the sun rays of all 
its ultra-violet. Or, if the hay has 
been cured in the dark, or the 
chicken feed has not had the sun- 
light it needs, these needs can be 
made right by exposing them to 
ultra-violet light.
